Since the formation of 
the Black Panther Party in 
1966, 28 Panthers have been 
murdered by the cops. In the 
same time period, the Pan- 
thers have set up Free Brea- 
kfast for children programs 
Free hospital care, and have 
been organizing Blacks to 
defend themselves against 
those who pulled the trig- 
gers of the guns that sent 
28 young Black Panthers to 
their graves. 


Those in leadership who 
have not been murdered have 
been sent to jail, not be- 


cause of crimes, but, as in 
the case of Bobby Seale, be- 
cause they tried to defend 
themselves against Fascism 
in the courts and in the 
streets. 


Fred Hampton, and many of 
the other Panthers were shot 
down in cold blood. 


Hampton was . shot dead 
while in bed as]eep. He was 
found with more than thirty 


bullets in his body on an 
blood soaked, bullet ripped 
bed. 


Hampton was murdered 
just a weeh after he spoke 
in Regina He was right -- 
Fascism does exist in North

out and things get pretty

So, it seems pretty log- 
ical that some of the prob- 
lems facing chicks could be 
dealt with if they took the 
pill. That's true,but, other 
problems :still exist. It's 
up to all of us.to fight the 
ideas that keep girls down-- 
keep them frcm ‘being free. 
First, we have to understand 
that there is really no such 
thing as a bad girl--that 
term is put on people to 
make them conform to society

feel guilty-- 


it's stupid rules. And, 
guys shouldn't look at mak- 
ing love as ' conquering’ 
things. That just puts them 
on a superman trip, and then 
they. can't ‘be honest about 
themselves — 
really think and feel. That 
keeps guys from being free 
too-- they always have to 
be sure that they appear 
cool in front of chicks and 
are afraid that if the girls 
found out what they were 
really like they wouldn't 
dig them as much. à 

The parents scene is bad 
too. If you're still living 
at home you have to worry 
about how much they know 
about your life-- and for 
girls it's pretty hard to be 
honest about making it with 
guys ( even though we think 
it's a perfectly natural 
thing to .do).But that should 
not stop you from making a 
decision to get the pill. In 
the long run, it will save 
you, your boyfriends and 
your parents from a lot of 
trouble and pain. They make 


you feel guilty because by 
the time you get to be 16, 
they haven't got any other 


ways to hold on to you. They 
-are afraid 


you will break 
out. and not 
Since -the only 
know is the one they're 
living and thinking will be 
a threat to them. They don't 
understand that unless young 
people start living and 
thinking in new and better 
ways, this 
more and more repressive and 
sooner or later we will have 
nothing to build on. We have 
to prove to older people 
that their standards are 
making us miserable. In the 
last 20 years the 
rate has increased drasti- 
cally. Too many people got 
married to the wrong people 


for the wrong reasons. Now, 
for the first time, kids 
have a chance to at least 


explore a while before they 
tie up their lives forever. 
Because of the pill, maybe a 
lot of bad marriages will 
never happen and with the 
pill, maybe a lot of good 
marriages will be better.
